o f a man more accustomed to think than converse, and 
it was never heard except to give a brief and very con­ 
densed opinion, or an illustration, admirably to the 
point, of the subject under discussion, 
lie evidently 
felt that he was only an observer in the party. 
D ’Israeti has one of the most remarkable faces I 
ever saw. 
H e is iividly pale, and but for the energy of 
his action and the strength o f his lungs, would seem a 
victim to consumption. 
His eye is as black as Erebus, 
and has the most mocking and lying-in-wait sort o f ex­ 
pression conceivable. 
His mouth is alive with a kind 
o f working and impatient nervousness, 
and when he 
has burst forth, as lie does constantly, with a particular­ 
ly successful cataract o f expression, it assumes a curl of 
triumphant scorn that would be worthy o f a Mephisto- 
pbeles. 
H is hair is 
as extraordinary as his taste in 
waistcoats, 
A thick heavy mass o f jet black ringlets 
falls over his left cheek almost to his collarless stock, 
while on the right temple it is parted and put away 
with the smooth carefulness o f a girl’s, and shines most 
unctuously,

T he anxieties o f the first course, as usual, kept every 
mouth occupied for a w hile, and then the dandies led 
off with a discussion o f Count D ’Orsay’s rifle match, 
(h e is the best rifle shot in England,) and various mat­ 
ters as uninteresting to

new poem, Philip Van Artevelde, came up after a while, 
and was very much over-praised, ( m e ju d ic e .)

Beckford has been all his life enormously rich, has lux- 
murted in every county with the fancy of a poet, and 
the refined splendour o f a Sybarite, was the admiration 
of Lord By ron, who visited him at Cintra, was the 
owner oi Fonthill, and, p lu s f o r t encore, his is one 
o f the oldest luniilies io Lnglund. 
W hat could such a 
man attempt that would not be considered extraordi­ 
nary ! 
D ’liraeli was the only one at the table who knew 
him, and the style in which he gave a sketch of his hab­ 
its and manners, was worthy o f himself. 
I might as 
well attempt to gather up the foam o f the sea as to con­ 
vey an idea of the extraordinary language in which he 
clothed his description. 
There were, at least, five 
words in every sentence that must have been very much 
astonished at the use they were put to, and yet no oth­ 
ers apparently could so well have conveyed his idea — 
He talked like a race-horse approaching the winuing- 
post, every muscle in action, and the utmost energy of 
expression flung out in every burst. 
It is u great pity 
he is not in parliament.* 
T he particulars he gave o f Beckford, though stripped 
of his gorgeous digressions and parentheses, may be in­ 
teresting. 
H e lives now at Bath, where he has built a 
house on two sides o f the street, connected by a cover­ 
ed bridge a la P o n te de Sospiri, at Venice. 
H is ser­ 
vants live on one side, and he and his sole companion 
on the other. This companion is a hideous dwarf, who 
imagines himself, or is, a Spanish duke ; and Mr Beck- 
ford tor many years has supported him in a style befit­ 
ting his rank, treats him with all the deference due to 
bu title, and has, in general, no other society ; (I should 
not wonder, m yself, if if turned out a woman ;) neither 
ot them is olten seen, and when in London, Mr Beck­ 
ford is only to be approached through his man of busi­ 
ness. 
you call, he is not at home. 
If you would 
lea ve a card or address him a note, his servant has strict 
orders not to take in any thing uf the kind. 
A t Bath, 
he has built a high tower, which is a great mystery to 
he inhabitants. 
Around the interior, to the very top,

him self up into a finer phronzy o f language. 
Count D Orsay kept up, through tlio whole conver­ 
sation and narration, a running fire o f witty parentheses, 
half french and halt English— and, with champaign in 
all the pauses, the hours flew on very dashingly. 
La­ 
dy Blessington left us towards midnight, and then the 
conversation took a rather political turn, and something 
was said of O ’Connell. 
D ’Israeli’s lips were playing 
upon the edge o f a champaigne glass, which ho had just 
drained, and off he shot again with a description of an 
interview he had had with the agitator the day before, 
ending in a story o f an Irish dragoon who was killed 
in the peninsula. 
His name was Sarsfield. 
His arm 
was shot off and he was bleeding to death. 
W hen told 
that he could not live, he called for a large silver gob­ 
let, out o f which he usually drank his claret. 
H e held 
it to the gushing artery and filled it to the brim with 
blood, looked at it a moment, turned it out slowly upon 
the ground, muttering to himself, “ If that had been 
shed for old Ireland !** and expired. 
You can have no 
idea how thrillingly this story was told. 
Fonblunc, 
how ever, who is a cold political satirist, could see 
nothing in a man’s “ decanting his claret,” that was in 
the least sublime, and so Vivian Grey got 
into a pas­ 
sion and for awhile was silent. 
Bulwer asked me if there was any distinguished lite­ 
rary American in town. 
I said Mr Slidell, one o f our 
best writers, was here. 
“ B ecause,” said ho, “ I received a w eek or more ago 
a letter of introduction by som e one from W ashington 
Irving. 
It lay on the table, when a lady came to call
